OTTAWA, Aug. 17.—Canadian 
casualties sustained in the fight- 
ing in which the corps has recent- 
participated to tts further honor 
and glory are declared to be sur- 
prisingly light. It is estimated 
that they total between five and 
six thousand and are less than the 
prisoners captured. Viewed from 
the standpoint of the importance 
of the gains made and prisoners 
and booty captured, they are in 
fact lighter by far than any sus- 
tained by the Canadian troops in 
any former engagement of import- 
ance. The extensive use of tanks 
is believed to be largely responsi- 
ble for this. 

For comparison the battle of 
Ypres may be cited, which cost 
the Canadian first division 5,000 
casualties; the taking of Vimy 
Ridge, where 13,461 casualties 
were sustaincd; Lens, where the 
losses totalled 10,134; Hill 70, 
where the Canadian losses were 
10,080, and Passchendaele Ridge, 
in the taking of which last au- 
tumn the heavy total of 24,530 cas- 
ualties were sustained.

‘the opinion of her officers and 
‘military advisers, Canadians are 
‘placed in undue peril through 
‘poor generalship, or if their ser- 
‘vices are not properly utilized.’’ 
It declares that “‘if Mr. Lloyd 
‘George wants to reform the 
‘British War Office he must 
*‘make his fight before the Brit- 
“ish electorate,’’ and says, ‘‘we 
‘have and must have the right to 
‘approve or disapprove of Sir 
“Douglas Haig or other génerals 
‘to the British Government, ‘‘but 
“‘we ought to beware of taking 
‘sides for or against the Govern- 
**ment and its policies, when these 
‘*policies are referred to the elect- 
“ors of Britain for their judg- 
‘‘ment.”’ 

From which it appears to be un- 
derstood by the Globe and the 
News that Sir Robert Borden is 
staying in England to help Pre- 
mier Lloyd George promote a 
movement to bring about the dis- 
Imissal of Sir Douglas Haig, and a 
general revolution and reforma- 
ition in the high command of the 
[British army; it being his inten- 
tion, according to the News, to go 
the length of taking the stump in 
that behalf before the British elee- 
tors. 

Supposing such to be a correct 
representation of Sir Robert’s 
opinion of the British high com- 
mand, it is to be hoped that he 
has no intention of carrying his 
activities to the length of partici- 
pating in an election campaign. It 
is the undoubted right and the 
duty of the Canadian Premier to 
protest to the British authorities 
if he is convinced that the high 
command under which the Cana- 
dian troops are serving is ineffi- 
cient, but his responsibility and 
his privilege end with that protest.

offensive. The air fighting resulted in 
the destruction of 48 enemy machines 
while 17 others were driven down out 
of control, Fifty British machines did 
not return, During the six succeeding 
days 185 enemy airplanes were des 
troyed and 89 down out of control, 
making a total of 339 German ma- 
chines for the week compared to 123 
British airplanes Missing 

In the same period British bombing 
squadrons continually attacked enemy 
airdromes, railways and other militar 
objectives, dropping more than 320 
tons of bombs and causing great dam- 
age. Low- flying scout machines raked 
the enemy's congested roads of retreat 
with machine gun fire, inflicting man) 
A notable feature of the 
aerial operations was the virtually 
continuous night and day bombing of 
the enemy bridges over the Somme 
This greatly hampered the supply and 
troops. 
The week's work also included a num- 
ber of destructive raids into Germany.
